Yuletide Mail 
Subisiding ’ 
After Big Rush 


As the flood of Christmas mail­ 
ing slowly subsides, S an Rafael 
Po aaster Pete Hayden and his en­ 
larged staff look forward to a break 
though not aU of them will have the 
day off tomoiTow, 
Hayden's office rang up |31,6Sg.S7 
between December 10 and 23. During 
that time 14,699 packages were run 
through the parcel post stamping 
meter. Hince the first of December, 
Hayden says, 768,021 letters and 
cards have been cancelled in San 
Rafael. 
On one mad day, the regular force, 
augmented by 35 extra men, handled 
90.290 letters. That wu the 18th. So 
far they have averaged about 35,000 
letter cancellations a day, compared 
to a normal of 15,000. 
Hayden paid warm p r a i s e to 
workers at the post office, who have 
put in from 10 to 12 hours a day 
since the rush began. 
“Everything went smoothly,” the 
’postmaster a n n o u n c e d , “because 
they all did a wonderful Job.” 
The San Rafael; office’s output, 
however, was only 
p a r t of a 
staggering nationwide total of' 5,- 
800,000,000 pieces of mail sent around 
the country since the month began. 
More than 800,000 postal workers, 
according to Associated Press, are 
reeling from the biggest tvmlanche 
of yuletide mail in the nation’s his­ 
tory. Some 30,OOP temporary em- 
ployees will be on the Job Christ- 
mas,day to deliver all late-arriving 
parcels in time for delivery on the 
big day.

Found on the body 
of B. R. Williams, about 40, of West 
Frankfort, was this final message 
scrawled on the inside of a cigar­ 
ette package and addressed to his 
widow, Laurtf: 
"I love you all way (sic). I go to­ 
night with Christ. I love Him too. 
V/hen Sanders was brought to the 
surface there were unconfirmed re­ 
ports that a few other miners had 
been found alive. 
This sent a faint flicker of hope 
through the saddened crowd of 
relatives waittog at the mine’s'sur­ 
face entrance. 
Later Investigation led to Foster’s 
statement that no more of the en­ 
trapped miners survived the teirific 
blast which killed men as far as two 
miles apart. 
All but five of the bodies have 
been recovered from the debris- 
littered shafts. One miner died last 
night to a hospital of injuries re­ 
ceived to the explosion. He was 
Ralph Kent of Marion. 111. 
It was the worst mine disaster to 
Illinois since 1809 and the worst in 
the nation since 1828. The Cherry 
Mine blast to lUtoois on Nov. 13, 
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1809 claimed 259 lives. An under­ 
ground explosion at Mather, Pa., to 
1928, killed 185 miners. In 1947, 111 
miners were killed in i blast at 
Oentralla, HI. 
A phyrician at the hospital re­ 
ported Sanders is to fair condition 
and is expected to survive.

Christmas In Bethlehem 
Finds Lodgings Tight' 
BETHLEHEM (AP> — It as Mid 
to find a night’s lodging in Br.thle- 
hem today as it was when Mary was 
forced to find shelter in the grotto 
where she gáve birth to Jesus. 
The populatimi of this little town 
in Arab-controlled territory began 
to boom several days ago when 
pilgrims from every comer of the 
earth began arriving. 
This morning the vanguard of 
2,000 christiuis living in Israel 
began streaming into Bethlehem 
through the Mandelbaum gate in 
Jerusalem. These pilgrims, mostly 
aged, were selected by the Israeli 
government with Jordan government 
approval to enter the Arab territory 
and stay 30 hours. 
Many waited hours in the cold 
dawn before passing armed Jewish 
guards at the Israeli side of the 
barbed no-man’s land. Iheir identi­ 
fication cards with photos attached 
were inspected twice—on the Israeli 
side and again on the Arab side. 
Twu guards and one fenmigration 
officer and several police stood 
guard on each side. Guards carried 
rifles with bayonets fixed while the 
others wore pistols. 
The pilgrims were delayed by 
cautious checking at the Arab en­ 
trance. One Arab official feared it 
might take most of the day for all to 


cross into Arab territory. By mM- 
moming about 350 had passed 
through. 
Many women wept at the delay 
and cüdren became hard to man­ 
age. Each pilgrim was allowed only 
one pound ($2.80) spending money 
It had been announced previously 
they could bring up to three pounds 
each but no one knew who had 
changed the regulati(m. 
Mayor Elias N. Bandek of Bethle­ 
hem said the gate, a barbed-wire 
affair across a road running near 
the home once owned by a Rabbi 
Mandelbaum, would be cleeed at 
dusk tomorrow. 
Kieanwhile, all rooms in hotels and 
private homes in Bethlehem, Jem- 
salcm and the whole vicinity were 
reserved weeks ago. Pilgrims- with 
out reservation could find no lodging 
anywhere at any price. 
Merchants, whose business had 
suffered when weeks of bad weather 
kept tourists from arriving earlier, 
smiled once more. Business picked 
up today. Mother-of-petrl trinkets, 
crucifixes, Bibles and inlaid olive 
wood boxes again were bringing top 
prices. 
The hustle and bustle of in­ 
creasing numbers of visitors crowded 
the naiTow street of the town.

His message was given in reply to 
Yuletide greetings of the College of 
Cardinals and was devoted almost 
entirely to peace and his belief In 
how It could be obtained. 
He addressed himself to the 
Catholic faithful of all continents 
tad also to “those who are one with 
us in faith in God.” Again, as he 
has in all past Christmas messages, 
he spoke of the need of social re­ 
form that would provide for ma­ 
terial needs of men as a basic 
measure for enduring peace. 
The ohurch’i mission, he said, ii 
beyond that of a temporal Institu­ 
tion, Bk said the preseni stata of 
affairs “demands from us frank and 
sincere judgment upon events. 
TWO CAMPS CITEO 
These evmits, he declared, have 
reached such a erltical stage “that 
we are forced to recognlw that the 
world is split into two opposition 
camps and that all men are di­ 
vided into two clearly separated 
groups 
which, subsequently 
are 
loath to concede to anyone any sort 
of liberty to maintain a position of 
political neutrality.” 
Indicating the Catholic church 
could not take a stand with either 
of these two camps ,the Pope out­ 
lined the church's contributions to 
peace. The church, he said, ean not 
lave “a pure political interest.”

NOT AIDING WORK 
Anyone who would attempt to 
wrest her (the church) from her 
neutrality would not aid the 
church’s work for peace, he added. 
Referring to the Babe of Bethle­ 
hem, the Pope said that once again 
from His crib, the church assumes 
her mission of peace. It is only love, 
he asserted, that can give men the 
ability'to gain peace. 
The church, said the Pope, unlike 
the wordly powers that from time to 
time leave their neutrality to enter 
one camp or another, “holds her­ 
self far from such changeable com­ 
binations.” It is not for her to leave 
her divine mission, he added. 
If war is truly to be avoided, he 
said, there must be a return to 
spiritual values which alone can as­ 
sure peace.

It is probable that the addiction 
to barbiturates is just as widespread 
if not more so, in this country as 
the addiction to mo^rphine, heroto, 
cocaine and marijuana, which have 
been receiving so much notice of 
late.Many people develop the bar 
blturate habit somewhat innocently. 
They may have been Introduced to 
the drug when they were given 
sleeping capsule in a hospital. Some 
took their first sleeping pill to quiet 
the nerves after an exhausing emo­ 
tional disturbance. Whatever the be­ 
ginning, they repeated the remedy 
on other occasions, and some 
formed a habit that became more 
and more difficult to break. 
Definite Signs 
If a person has taken this drug 
regularly over a long period and is 
suddenly stopped, he usually shows 
definite signs of addiction. He be­ 
comes nervous, restless, fearful. 
Sometimes these symptoms are like 
those seen when alcohol is suddenly 
withdrawn from an advanced alco­ 
holic. Anyone who has observed such 
persons knows they can have severe 
tremors, hallucinations, and de­ 
lirium. 
If barbiturates are withdrawn too 
suddenly, the person may even have 
fits, like those seen in epilepsy. 
Rapid withdrawal of the drug has 
resulted in some cases of insanity. 
There are times, of course, when 
sleep-producing diup are helpful 
and desirable. For this reason, 
chemists have long searched for 
drugs to produce sleep without lead-1 
ing to dangerous addiction. 
NO ••Mmiif-Over’' 
One such drug Is called methyl- 
parafynoL It is mild and, as a rule, 
safe to use. causing none of the de­ 
pression in breathing found with 
most drup given for this purpose. 
It also produces no drug “hang-over” 
on waking, another undesirable re­ 
sult* of taking barbiturates. 
Methylparafynol is now being 
used to help people free themselves 
of the barbiturate habit. It la also 
preferred in severe cases of in­ 
somnia. where a drug of this type 
is really necessary.

A half dozen delicious holiday 
goodip can be made with one simple 
recipe that consists of only three 
basic ingredients that require no 
coctoff, no heating. Just melt semi 
sweet chocolate, the kind that is 
sold in morsels and melts fpt; add 
the other two ingredients and then 
proceed with any or all of the varia- 
lons. 
2 packages semi-sweet chocolate, 
% cup sweetened condensed milk, 
I teppoon vanilla.

My choice of entertaining 
method is a sudden dplsion to **have 
a few people in” and act on the 
Inspiration, inviting all the people I 
happen to sp during the next half- 
hour. The main advantage in this 
system is the elimination of worry. 
There’s an informality about it, 
too. which is helpful because at the 
half-way point I have to borrow ice 
cubp from my neighbors and no 
one thinks a thing about it. 
Of course, the people who happen 
to be within sound of my voice 
rarely are persons to whom I am. 
socially, in debt. But primarily 1 
fail p a hostess because 1 don’t 
arrange my guest list p one would 
a flower arrangement, selecting pch 
guest carefully for his conWISutlon 
to the whole. My gupts invariably 
split into two camps, men on one 
side, women on the other. 
The men get into fearsome rows 
and inconcluiive wrangles on 
foreign policy, methods of sowing 
lawn-seed and why we shouldn’t vote 
for a new school.

You could never gueis fix>m the thiongs in 
our shopping districis and the ever-increasing 
velocity of the holiday social whirl that we

Perhaps our nation has drifted so far from 
the precepts of the founding fathers that many 
of our citizens of today no longer view Christ­ 
mas in its true light We hope not. 
For if freedom and individual liberty as we 
Americans know it is to survive, Christianity 
roust flourish. 
‘‘Where the Spirit of the Lord Is, There Is"* 
yberty.*" 
These are the words of the Apostle Paul 
(II Corinthians, 3:17) who spread the word of 
God and the faith of Christ to every corner of 
the known world. In these words are capsuled 
much of the spirit of Christian living, and 
the whole meaning of human freedom. 
For it is the thristian doctrine of all Chris­ 
tian churches that there can be no liberty 
without God. No nation of free men has ever 
existed for long unless the idea of God ex­ 
isted and lived in the hearts of its dtizens. 
The men who founded the United States of 
America based their entire hope, their fervid 
faith in the future of this free nation on these 
wotds in the Declaration of Independence: 
**\Vt hold these truths to be self evident, 
that all men are created equal, that they are 
endow'ed by their Creator with certain inalien­ 
able rights, among these are life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness. That to secure these 
rights, governments arc instituted among men, 
deriving their just powers from the consent 
of the governed." 
We, the people, derive our rights and otir 
liberties from God. Governments derive their 


rights from us. There is no law of man above 
the law of God. It is in this faith that free 
America was formed. It is in this faith that 
America will live in freedom. 
There is another concept of government in 
the world, a concept of government that denies 
God and denies all God-given rights to men. 
It has been called by various names, tyranny. 
Fascism and Communism. But they all mean 
the same thing, and they arc all anti-God. 
Adolph Hitler wrote, "To the Christian 
doctrine of infinite significance of the in­ 
dividual human soul, I oppose with icy 
clarity the saving doctrine of the nothingness 
and insignificance of the human being." 
Karl Marx wrote, "The democratic concept 
of man is false, because it is Christian. The 
democratic concept holds that each man is a 
sovereign being. This is the illusion, dream 
and postulate of Christianity." 
Fascism and Communism in our time have 
been the concepts of government based wholly 
on a materialism. By denying the existence of 
God, they eliminated the concept of freedom. 
Only by reasserting the concept of God can 
the people of the world reassert their .lost 
liberties. 
Our country was acated as a Christian 
nation, dedicated to the principles of Chris­ 
tian faith, conceived in the spirit of the Golden 
Rule. Because we have been a * people who 
have tried to keep faith with God, we have 
remained a free people. Only so long as we 
keep this faith, will we keep our'freedom. 
For as W^illiam Penn, founder of free Pennsyl­ 
vania, put it, "Those people who are not gov­ 
erned by God, will be ruled by tvxants."

Judge Murphy Gin't Accomplish 
Much Without Power Of Subpoena

East). 
Fdr Americans, what has hap­ 
pened since Winston S. Churchill 
again becamo prime minister of 
Great Britain is truly a portent. 
For on the lace of it, Churchill 
aeems to have adopted a good 
many of the views of his inost 
dangerous political antagonist — 
Aneurin Bevan, leader of the left- 
wing, anti - American Socialist 
minority. 
On a whole series of issues, the 
Churchill government has come 
out flat-footed against the Amer­ 
ican position. The Schuman Plan 
for pooling European iron and 
steel, and the European army 
scheme, are now, since they were 
adopte^ whole-heartedly by Gen­ 
eral of the Army Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower, the twin pillars of Ameri­ 
can policy in Europe. 
CHURCHILL HIMSELF FIRST 
proposed the European army idea, 
and he has often spoken out for 
European economic and political 
unity. Yet among the first acts 
of the Churchill government was 
to make it perfectly clear that 
Great Britain will take no active 
part in either scheme. 
This is by no means all. Since 
he became prime minister, Chur­ 
chill has pointed in apparent 
alarm to the “great, and ever- 
grpwing * American air bases on 
British soil. The continued exis­ 
tence of these bases, as Churchill 
well knows, is at the very heart 
of the W'hole American strategic 
concept. In the few weeks since 
Churchill took power, moveover, 
the British government has clash­ 
ed frontally with the United 
States on many lesser issues. 
FOREIGN • MINISTER ANTH­ 
ONY EDEN, for example, has sup­ 
ported White Russia for the Unit­ 
ed Nations Security Council, as 
against Greece, the American 
candidate. The British have flat­ 
ly refused to adopt the American 
small arms standard for the N. A. 
T. O. countries, and have refused 
equally flatly to accept an Ameri­ 
can N. A. T. O. naval commander 
in the Atlantic. And so on. 
But by far the most important 
issue concerns the level of arma­ 
ments. Early tpis year, Aneurin 
Bevin resigned from the Labor 
government, charging, among 
other things, that the* planned 
level of British rearmament was 
dictated by American strategy, 
and would wTcck the British econ­ 
omy. A few days ago, Winston 
Churchill rose in the House of 
Commons to announce that the 
British rearmament effort would 
have to be sharply reduced. In 
the course of the debate which 
followed he remarked, “I am giv­ 
ing Mr. Bevan an honorable men­ 
tion in dispatches for having . . . 
happened to be right." 
THE REMARK WAS SARCAS­ 
TIC. Even so, Churchill announc­ 
ed the decision to cut back Brit­ 
ish rearmament almost at the 
very moment when Eisenhower 
was urging a sharply Increased 


effort by all the N, A. T. O. coun­ 
tries. In view of all this evidence, 
the casual observer in Britain may 
be excused for concluding that 
Winston S. Churchill had sudden­ 
ly become a Bevanlte. 
Churchill has not, of course, be­ 
come a Bevanite. There are all 
sorts of reasons for what has hap­ 
pened. There is, for example, the 
character of ChurchUl himself. 
As this reporter wrote frotn L<m- 
don on the eve of the British elec­ 
tions. Churchill (to quote one of 
his in^^^imates) was willing to “ac­ 
cept the role of junior partner, 
but not too damn Junior." 
CHURCHILL. UNLIKE HARRY 
S. Truman or Clement Attlee, is 
accustomed to dealing with gen­ 
erals, even very great generals like 
Dwight D. Elsenhower, without 
any sense of awe or submissive­ 
ness whatever. Churchill is un­ 
doubtedly aware, moreover, that 
the Bevanite charge that he would 
allow American strategy to dom­ 
inate his government had had a 
damaging effect in the elections, 
and he is anxious to disprove this 
charge. 
Churchill is also not unnatural­ 
ly eager to improve his bargain­ 
ing strength before the crucial 
Washington visit. A few not-too- 
gentle reminders, like his remarks 
about the American bomber bases, 
might serve to remind Washington 
that the Anglo-American alliance 
is a two-way street. 
YET THE ESSENTIAL, basic rea- 
son for what has happened is the 
desperate economic situation of the 
country over whose affairs Chur­ 
chill has now again assumed di­ 
rection. The hard, bleak facts of 
this situation have forced Chur­ 
chill to move a little way down 
the Bevanite road. A nation faced 
with bankruptcy cannot afford to 
indulge in risky e.xperiments like 
the Schuman Plan or the Euro­ 
pean army. The clear threat of 
economic ruin would force any 
government to reduce its rearma­ 
ment effort below the level of 
security. 
The British are, indeed, most 
dangerously over-extended; with 
every day that passes, this becomes 
plainer. The immense British 
world-wide commitments cannot 
indefinitely be supported by the 
war-wounded British economy. It 
is on this simple fact that Aneurin 
Bevan depends to force Britain al­ 
ways further down the Bevanite 
road, always further from the 
United States. And Aneurin Be­ 
van is anything but a fool. 
IN THE LONG RUN, there Is 
only one other dii*ection in which 
Britain can move. This is toward 
a recasting of the whole basis of 
the Anglo-American alliance. It is 
significant that some of those 
close to Churchill are beginning 
to think seriously (although ten­ 
tatively, and even rather shyly) of 
some such basic change. It is pos­ 
sible that w'e may hear something 
about this when Winston Churchill 
comes to Washington. 
At any rate, if we want Britain 
as an ally — we should ourselves 
' begin to think most seriously about 
Britain’s changed position in the 
world, and its relationship to our 
own position.

Deducting Your Bad Debts

^WASHINGTON (JP) — Even be­ 
fore President Truman can an­ 
nounce his plans for a dean-up 
investigation of the government, 
which he’s supposed to do shortly, 
complications begin. 
Judge Thomas F. Murphy is re­ 
ported to be Mr. Truman’s choice 
to head the inquiry. But Murphy 
will be handicapped from the start 
if Congress is unwilling to give 
him more power than the Presi­ 
dent can bestow on him. 
That’s the power of subpoena— 
the power to compel people to

answer his questions and produce 
any records he wants to see. The 
President doesn’t have subpoena 
power. And, lacking it himself, he 
can’t give it to Murphy. 
ONLY CONGRESS, BY A vote 
of both House, can do that. Only 
Congress, the courts and grand 
juries have subpoena power. 
Presumably Afurphy could oper­ 
ate in conjunction with a, grand 
Jury, using its subpoena powera 
to make people answer his ques­ 
tions and produce records. 
The subpoena power works this 
way: A Congressional committee.

But thero wouldn't 
be any jail penalty for refusing. 
8o if-Murphy lacked subpoena 
power and had to limit his ques­ 
tioning to people employed in tha 
Executive branch, his would have 
to be a pretty limited investiga­ 
tion. 
And since Congress doesn’t re­ 
turn till the second week in Jan­ 
uary, even though Mr. Truman of­ 
ficially appointed Murphy sooner, 
there’d be some delay before he 
got the subpoena power from 
Congress.

NEW YORK m — Seldom be­ 
fore has there been so much 
money around.

Interest rates are rising, bank­ 
ers say, because "money is tight." 
This paradox may seem doubly 
strange to the layman at this time. 
The national income is at a peak. 
Money in circulation is at a seas­ 
onal pre-Christmas high. Almost 
everything that is expressed in 
terms of money is at a record 
high: Sales totals of business, sal­ 
aries and wages, dividend pay­ 
ments, bank deposits, and tax col­ 
lections. 
How then can money be scarce? 
Bankers say that money isn’t 
scarce, but that money for lend­ 
ing purposes is. 
THE PACE OF BUSINESS HAS 
a lot to do with it, bankers ex­ 
plain. They point to the fact that 
their loans to business are now 
at all-time highs. And the de­ 
mands of business for still more 
money to finance its record ex­ 
pansion of plant and • equipment 
are making it hard for banks to 
find the money to lend.

money. In less than six months it 
has spent eight billion dollars 
more than it has taken in. To 
keep its cash box operating, the 
treasury has been selling notes to 
banks and selling tax-antidpation 
notes to corporations — all of this 
mopping up part of the money 
supply and making it scarce. 
MONEY IS PARTICULARLY 
tight just now. Seasonally it should 
ease next month — stores ^111 be 
paying back their loans out of the 
money they took in during the 
Christmas season, and corpora­ 
tions who have been borrowing 
from the banks to meet their De­ 
cember tax installments will be 
paying back out of their sales re­ 
ceipts. The treasury déficit, too, 
will case as the tax payments roll 
in.But the banks think that the 
January casing in the money sup­ 
ply for lending purposes won’t be 
as great as usual.

If you havi a bad debt 
you want to deduct on your 1951 
tax return, then you should now 
make a real effort to force col­ 
lection. Do it now, before December 
31. 1951, «0 that you can definitely 
e.stablish that you have made every 
effort to collect. 
If you are In business or practic­ 
ing your profession for your own 
account, then your business bad 
debts art deducted together with 
your other business costs, on separ­ 
ate Schedule C of the tax return: 
If your bad debt is a personal 
debt, then the deduction Is made on 
separate Schedule D of the tax re­ 
turn as a short term capital loss. 
Such losses cannot be deducted from 
other Income in an .amount over 
$1,000 per year. However, they can 
be deducted from capital gains in 
any amount. 
If you have a •bad. debt loss tluit 
is more than $1,000, take only 
$1,000 this year and carry the 
balance over to 1951. You can de­ 
duct. $1,000 per year for the next 
five years, if your loss amounta to 
that much. You take it all in any

Despite a bruising clash which 
left 59,475 spectators limp, the Rams 
still had a little left—enough to pack 
their 275-pound coach, Jumbo Joe 
Stydahar, off the field on their 
shoulders. “Great, great — great 
guys,** said the coach. 
It 'Was a game full of highlights 
and tense moments. The record 
crowd saw passing wizardry, fine 
running, a Lou Groza 52-yard field 
goal, a touchdown called back by a 
penalty, just about everything a 
football game can offer.

And even now Ducki 
Unlimited reports birds art on the 
Increase in the Canadian ^'duck fao- 
tory" prairie lands. 
Yet onl/ in Sutler county did 
hunters report "escellent’* shootinff. 
They reported "jiist fair** or •‘pretty 
good** at other favorite hunting 
sites. 
• • • 
Seth Gordon—the state’s new di­ 
rector of Fish and Game—has one 
complaint on file, not ooncemlng 
duck shortages, but rather ducl^bag 
limiU. It's an old squabble. 
The complaint came to letter form 
from James B, Clow, a Chicago 
sportsman. Clow says the Federal 
UB. Wildlife service has usurped Its 
power to set bag limits and seasons, 
and doesn’t really have such au­ 
thority at all. 
Here’s what Clow says: 
**As a result of the Missouri vs. 
Holland case the only power which 
the ÜJ3. Wlldllie service has that 
affects duck hunters is the power 
to enforce a closed season on 
migratory 
game 
birds 
between 
March 10 and Sept 1 of each year. 
They have no more right to de­ 
fine the daily kUl, the limit to 
possession, the seasons — provided 
they do not exceed three and one- 
half months—or the metehod of 
taking ducks than you or I indi­ 
vidually.’* 
Clow’s letter puts on a more legal 
basis the complaints of Ducks Un­ 
limited and Individual hunters over 
recent years—that the ÜB, Wild­ 
life service should be more liberal 
or stay out of the Pacific flyway. 
And here’s two men—one with a 
complaint, one without. The man 
with a complaint Is Fred Silvey o 
Martines who ^ut up 1250 ball on 
charges of having more than hli 
share of pheasants. 
He was on hia way home when 
Woodland, Calif., game wardena 
started to follow his car. They lost 
it. but with thdr two way radio* 
contacted a patrol aircraft. The air­ 
craft went on ahead and notified 
Dixon authorities the description of 
the car. SUvey was arrested to 
Dixon.

erable this existence. We should 
have no enjoyment, except in sen^ 
and sight. The etemil light with 
which chUdhood fiUs the world 
would be extinguished. 
Not believe in Santa Claus! You 
might as weU not believe In fairies. 
You might get your papa to hire 
men to watch in all the chimneys 
on Christmas eve to catch Santa 
Claus, but even If they did not see 
Santa Claus coming down, ^hst 
would ttiat prove? Nobody sees 


Santa Claus, but that is no sign 
that there is no Santa Claus. The 
most real things in the world are 
those that neither children nor men 
can see. Did you ever scte fairies 
dancing on the lawn? Of course 
not, but that’s no proof that they 
are not there. Nobody can con<^ 
ceive or imagine all the wonders 
there are unseen and unseeable in 
the world. 
You may tear apart tjie baby's 
rattle and see what makes the noise 
inside, but there is a veil covering 
the unseen world which not the 
strongest man. nor even the united 
strength of all the strongest men 
that ever lived, could tear apart 
Only faith, fancy, poetry, love, 
romance, can push aside that cur 
tain and view and picture the su 
pernal beauty and glory beyond. Is 
it all real? Ah. Virginia, in all this 
world there is nothing else real and' 
abiding.

A figure twice as large as life, 
weaiinf the traditional red costume 
and white licard, was hoisted to the 
WTOught-lron grille at the door of 
the great Gothic church. 
A young man in a top bat called 
out; 


“Doef Santa Claus deserve death? 
“Yes, yes!** roared the children 
and pelted Santa with orange peels 
A fire was set and Santa Claus 
perished in the flames. Only his 
gloves remained. 
The children belonged to the 
Eoman Catholic patronate of St. 
Benlgne parish, 
the 
cathedral’s 
parish. After the ceremony, an an- 
onsnnous communique was posted 
on the church door. It read: 
“United In all the cliristian homes 
of the parish, 250 children who 
want to fight against lies have 
burned Santa Claus. This is not a 
vaudevlllt act, but a protest against 
lies which art incapable of awaken­ 
ing the religious feelings of children 
and are in no sense a method of 
education. To a Christian. Christ­ 
mas Is the anniversary of the Sa­ 
vior’s birth.** 
Several French Catholic prelates, 
including 
Jules-Oeraud 
Cardinal 
Sallege of Toulouse, recently have 
denounced the “pgganlzation” of 
Christmas, specifically as sailing 
Santa Claps.

S.R. Employment Chief Tells 
Of Change In Law On Benefits 


Unemployment insurance daims 
filed on and after J a n u ^ 1, 1952, 
aré subject to a new provision of 
the California Unemployment In­ 
surance act, Wilfred C. Oruit, man­ 
ager of the Qan Eafael office of the 
state Department of Employment, 
said today. 
"Heretofore, 
an 
Individual, 
if 
otherwise eligible, could file a claim 
for benefits and draw out his award^ 
and on the anniversary date of his 
original claim, file another claim 
and draw additional benefits with­ 
out the necessity of having worked 
during that year,** Orult said. “The 
new amendment makes this impos­ 
sible since it is now mandatory that 
IP claimant earn sufficient wages 
during the year that he draws un­ 
employment insurance beneflts to 


quaUfy for a claim during the fol­ 
lowing year.** 
Local sea^nal workers who fol­ 
low a pattern of employment year 
after year usually earn enough each 
year to qualify for Insurance pay­ 
ments under the new provision, 
Oruit said. “But,** he added, “we 
expect there will be some persons 
who will fall to qualify under this 
new amendment.’* 
* Oruit pointed out that the amend­ 
ment does not apply to the receipt 
of benefits under the disability in­ 
surance provisions of-the act. 
He also asked persons interested 
in further information or individual 
interpretations of the new section to 
contact the Department of Employ­ 
ment office at 1840 FOurth street.
